WASHINGTON, DC — U.S. Repre- 
sentative Harold “Hal” Rogers (Ky-5th) 
announced today that the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture-Rural Development 
has awarded $100,000 Community Fa- 
cilities Grant to the City of West Lib- 
erty to help purchase a new fire truck 
for the Volunteer Fire Department. The 
Fire Department provides fire protection 
services to approximately 3,277 citizens 
in Morgan County.

Funding approved for 
more rural water lines 



$1 million earmarked 
for line extensions in 
eastern part of county 

Roy Collett, chairman of the Morgan 
County Water District, announced this 
week that the board has secured approval 
for an another $ 1 million for additional 
waterline extensions in various commu- 
nities in the eastern section of the county. 

Following is a list of the proposed 
line extensions: Daniel Cemetery Road, 
Upper and Lower Sand Lick Roads, 
Buckner Branch, Silverhill Branch, 
Lonnie Wright Road, Stingy Fork, Old 
House Road, and Shop Branch. 

In order to serve this area, construc- 
tion of a water storage tank and a pump 
station will be necessary somewhere in 
this portion of the county, said Water 
District Manager Barbara Stacy. 



She said engineers and the water dis- 
trict staff are looking at possible loca- 
tions for the tank and pump facilities and 
are contacting landowners. 

Collett said the board and engineer- 
ing staff anticipate having the project 
ready to advertise for bids by October. 
The board will review the list of sign- 
ups on each road and a decision may 
have to be made to delete some roads 
from the project if there is not enough 
interest. “This is necessary because we 
do not feel there will be enough funds 
to construct lines in all these areas,” 
Collett said. 

The tap-on fee is currently $590 and 
Collett said, “We will work with indi- 
viduals if they need to make arrange- 
ments to pay the fee in increments.”

9/1 1 : Five Years Later

Five years ago Monday morning, I 
was sitting in a classroom at Morgan 
County High School, never realizing the 
world was about to drastically change. 

It was Mrs. Salyer’s Kentucky stud- 
ies class, and I was talking when I should 
have been listening. When two girls 
burst hysterically through the door with 
news of two hijacked planes crashing 
into the World Trade Center, I was 
thunderstruck. 

America’s innocence was shattered 
that fateful day because most citizens 
were guilty of the same offense as me - 
not paying attention. 

Before Sept. 11, 2001, terrorism was 
something Americans had only seen on 
television or read about in espionage 
novels, a fictional concept we never 
thought America would face. However, 
there was nothing fictional about our 
rage and despair afterward. 

The pain was genuine, and liberals 
and conservatives came together to heal. 
For a moment, we were unified Ameri- 
cans. Two wars and a presidential elec- 
tion later, we are once again partisan 
Democrats and Republicans - and soft- 
ening terrorism’s harsh reality. 

While politicians squabble over petty 
issues, 9/11 is being relegated to Holly- 
wood fodder fictionalizing the event’s 
horror. Thus we must never forget the 
real anger and grief of five years ago - 
to prevent it from happening again. 



Visitors at board meet broach 
concerns of Wrigley residents

Two concerned citizens attended 
Monday’s school board meeting to dis- 
cuss Wrigley Elementary School’s pend- 
ing closure and student redistricting fol- 
lowing the new Morgan Central El- 
ementary School’s opening at Greear in 
February. 

Wrigley parent Derrick Whitt and 
grandparent Ed Beasley voiced concerns 
about redistricting, which would move 
Wrigley students to West Liberty El- 
ementary School until a new school is 
built for Wrigley students. 

Wrigley residents are concerned 
about the proposed transfer of students 
now attending Wrigley Elementary to 
West Liberty Elementary and the added 
bus time that would be required for their 
children. 

“There are a few issues regarding re- 
districting that seem vague, including 
the timeline and transfer,” Whitt said. 



“We also want assurance that land, wa- 
ter and sewer issues will be resolved so 
Wrigley children will have a new school 
soon.” 

Whitt said Superintendent of Schools 
Joe Dan Gold will further discuss the 
issue as guest speaker at a special 
Wrigley Elementary PTO meeting at 6 
p.m. Monday, Sept. 18, in the school’s 
gymnasium. Local officials including 
Morgan County Judge Executive Tim 
Conley and Sheriff Mickey Whitt have 
also been invited to attend the public 
meeting, Whitt said. 

In other business, the board revised 
its drug testing policy to include new 
employees, all of whom will undergo 
drug testing upon hire. 

“This policy has been passed and will 
be effective soon,” Gold said. “There 
will be initial drug testing for new em- 
ployees. Though the policy includes all
